OPENING SERVICES 


The Columbia Conference of the Evangelical Lutheran Augustana 
Synod of North America held its 48th annual convention at Trinity Luth- 
eran Church, Astoria, Ore., the Rev. J. Walton Kempe, pastor, April 24 
to 28, 1940. 

The convention was officially opened with a worship service and Holy 
Communion on Wednesday evening, April 24, at 7:30 o’clock. The Rey. 
Dr. Carl A. V. Lund, president of the conference, delivered the conven- 
tion sermon on the theme “The Lordship of Christ in the World.” His 
text was I Corinthians 15:25. At the conclusion of his sermon, the presi- 
dent declared the 48th annual convention of the Columbia Conference 
opened, in the Name of the Triune God, the Father, the Son and the Holy 
Spirit. Using as his theme “The Lordship of Christ in the Sacrament,” 
Pastor E. Arthur Larson delivered the preparatory address on the text 
I Corinthians 10:16. Pastors Carl E. Rydell and Carl A. Bengtson offici- 
oe at the altar, assisted by Pastors Axel E. Berg and Reuben E. Nor- 
ing. 

The Rev. J. Walton Kempe, pastor loci, extended a most cordial wel- 
come to the conference delegation on behalf of the congregation.

THE ANNUAL MESSAGE OF THE PRESIDENT 
To the Columbia Conference: 


Be still and know that I am God; I will be exalted 
among the heathen, I will be exalted in_the earth. 
—Psalm 46 


A combination of fear, doubt and selfishness has the human race in its 
grip, and the results are most disastrous. A second world-war has 
Europe, Asia, India, part of North America, etc. in a strangle hold. Fin- 
land, a small Christian nation, has been brutally assaulted and ravished 
by a heathen moron-colossus. Denmark and Norway have been gobbled 
up and made to battle fields for the mighty and ruthless. The war-god 
is walking roughshod over the Christian Church both at its home bases 
and on the mission fields. “With might of ours can naught be done, soon 
were our loss effected.” But it is then that the voice of God comes to His 
people: Be still and know that Iam God. Yes, “be still and know.” More 
time for quietude, contemplation and devotion. More time for faith to 
lay hold on God’s gracious promises, and we will know that the Lord God 
is still reigning. The victory shall finally belong to Him and His Church. 

Hitherto, God, in His mercy, has kept our own country cut of the world- 
conflict, and the Church of Christ within our borders is enjoying blessings 
in abundance. But it is also faced with opportunities and obligations 
commensurate to the blessings. May we appreciate our blessings, grasp 
our opportunities and fulfill our obligations. 

In the small, but not unimportant portion of God’s kingdom called the 
Columbia Conference the work, during the past year, has gone on pretty 
much as in former years. This in itself is worth recording. There are 
also the ordinary incidents and changes that the passing of time generally 
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brings. And finally there are a few items of more than usual interest. 
. Raiser ot these we shall follow about the same general outline as 
ast year. 


Congregational Life and Activities 


_THE DIVINE SERVICES. Morning services are held regularly, eve- 
ning services are held during part of the year, and mid-week services 
occasionally, in some cases only during Lent. In some parishes, consist- 
ing of two or more congregations, it is not possible to have services every 
Sunday. Most of our pastors speak optimistically about the morning 
service. In one of our larger congregations the average attendance was 
increased by fifty during 1939. Rural congregations complain about the 
young people leaving the communities, either for school or for work. But 
some of them at least have the advantage of seeing the children attend- 
ing the morning worship together with the parents. One church has 
about the same attendance at the evening worship as at the morning 
service. Otherwise the evening services present the same problem of 
meager attendance as in former years. 


The pastoral reports say little or nothing about the Lenten services, pos- 
sibly because the 1940 season strictly may not belong there, and perhaps 
the impressions from a year ago have faded somewhat. But, indirectly 
I have heard from many sources that our past Lenten season has brought 
unusual blessings both to pastors and congregations. The spiritual visi- 
tations by church members and pastors proved very beneficial, both to 
those that were visited and to those who made the visits. We hope that 
a similar concerted effort will be made every year. 

Without exception the pastors evince real concern about the spiritual 
condition of their respective congregations. Indifference is held up as the 
main problem to be solved. And in a few cases progress is noted toward 
deeper spirituality. 

THE SACRAMENTS. Both Baptism and the Lord’s Supper are held 
in reverence by a majority of the members. We can say that practically 
none of our members neglect to have their children baptized in infancy. 
But possibly only about 60 per cent of our members avail themselves of 
the blessings of the Holy Communion. Are we pastors sufficiently wor- 
ried about this fact to do something about it? The pastor should know 
who communes and who does not. And those who need it should receive 
individual pastoral care. The despising of the sacraments condemns. 

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. Devotionals and religious instruction 
cannot and should not be separated. I am thinking of what a blessing the 
Augustana Home Altar could be to every home in our synod, and especial- 
ly to homes where there are children and young people. Most sincerely 
we urge all parents that they teach their children about God and the 
Saviour, about sin and grace. And we cannot start this teaching too 
early. The beautiful expression of praying and learning “at mother’s 
knee” should be literally carried out. 

Then we have the Sunday School. I have heard a school principal tell 
a group of pastors that we are making an “abominable botch” of our 
teaching. But I am not so sure of that. When I think of the scant thirty 
minutes a week that is allotted for this purpose, I am thankful for even 
meager results. When our children come for confirmation, they have 
spent some seven or eight years in the public schools, five days a week. 
But how many of them are able to read English somewhat acceptably? 
Let. us thank God for our teachers and help them and encourage them all 
we can. Many of our pastors have regular monthly meetings with the 
teachers and courses of instruction are given. This should be done in 
every church, if at all possible. 

Then we have the period of confirmation instruction, in some cases of 
two years’ duration. The pastor has here one of his most important work. 
After confirmation come the adult Bible classes. Happy is the congrega- 
tion that has one or more good teachers for these. And many have them. 
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Fifteen congregations had Vacation Bible School during 1939 and 12 
had two weeks each and one had three weeks. In these 63 teachers 
worked with 767 children. This is an increase from 1938 of five more 
churches having this school, 30 more teachers and 248 more children 
attending. If we take two weeks and three hours each day, we have 30 
hours of connected instruction. Somewhat more than the Sunday School. 
can give in a whole year. Here is a real opportunity that every congre- 
gation should make use of. We are told that more than 13,000,000 Ameri- 
ean children are without any kind of religious instruction. What a field 
we have to serve them and our country. f 

CHURCH MUSIC AND SONG. In the pastoral report blanks you will 
find no such heading, but we think it is of sufficient importance to our 
worship to say something about it. The congregational singing should be 
made much-of. It is inspiring to hear a worshiping audience really sing 
with soul and fervor. Everyone in the audience should have a hymnal, 
should find the hymn and follow along in the singing. Each and every 
one can at least “sing in the spirit” regardless of musical abilities. _ 

To our choirs, large or small, senior and junior, efficient or primitive— 
to all of you singers we say a most sincere thanks. We realize the effort 
and sacrifice it takes to come regularly to rehearsals. Love to God and 
love for music should be our only motive. Our organists and choir- 
directors also deserve sincere appreciation. They serve faithfully, and 
often for little or no pay. Let the board of administration and the whole 
congregation show their appreciation now and then. 

AUXILIARY ORGANIZATIONS. Among these the Luther League 
and the Brotherhood have conference and synodical organizations. These 
will have their own reports. The Ladies Aids and the missionary organ- 
izations are all active for the welfare of the church. Each meeting gives 
an opportunity for devotionals and a sermonette. And the activities of 
the members within the church-sphere are not unimportant for spiritual 
interest and development. 

THE BOARD OF ADMINISTRATION. In several congregations the 
business is taken care of by this board, that is, in joint sessions of dea- 
cons and trustees. And only occasionally do deacons and trustees meet 
separately. I shall quote from one report that seems to express the situa- 
tion all along the line. “Some members are very efficient and others are 
so helpless in being of service that it is pathetic. The trustees are almost 
without exception efficient, because they deal with matters that they are 
trained in. The deacons, whose work is more of a spiritual nature, find 
their work so hard. They are, however, all fine and sincere men, but 
some can’t talk to others about spiritual things.” One congregation has 
elected a junior board with the aim of working especially among the 
young people. It has no legislative power, but comes with recommenda- 
tions to the regular board. One report suggests that the pastor should 
give more definite assignments of work, especially to the deacons. This 
certainly is worthy to take note of. 

CHURCH FINANCES. These, we might think, belong to the trustees 
only. But even here the deacons have a share. Theirs is the responsibil- 
ity for missions, home and foreign, and for benevolences in general. This 
is one of the good reasons for deacons and trustees meeting together. 
Every member of the board should be as vitally interested in the business 
end of the church work as he is in his own money-matters. 

Almost all of our congregations use some form of envelopes. And it 
may not make a great deal of difference what the system is, so long as 
it is carried out in all its detail. That must be done if we are to expect 
results. It should not require a special motion to have regular state- 
ments sent out. That should be the routine work of the financial secre- 
tary. Every effort should be made to have the envelopes from each box 
come in regularly every Sunday. A little at the time and all the time. 
Then it is not a burden but the result is fine. And we need not apologize 
for this part of our church work. Jesus never hesitated to speak of 
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money and the right use of it. Some claim that He spoke more about 
that than anything else. Our giving is a real part of our worship. 

With some exceptions all the congregations have met their obligations 
to conference, synod and pension fund, and the feeling towards the gen- 
eral work, I think, is quite good. 


THE NEW CONGREGATIONAL CONSTITUTION. So far we have 
not succeeded in our efforts to get a report from each congregation as to 
whether it has or has not taken steps to adopt the new constitution. May 
we say that it is practically mandatory for every pastor to present said 
constitution to his congregation (congregations) for adoption or rejec- 
tion. Then, refer to your present constitution for information as to how 
it may be changed. And, in case of change, follow the instructions of 
your constitution minutely. 


MATERIAL PROGRESS IN THE CONGREGATIONS. The following 


are quotations from the reports: 
es Moscow. Repairs in church-kitchen and on the parsonage, payment on loan— 

365.47. 

Grace, Spokane. New steam heating plant installed, church basement redecorated and 
a Sunday School rooms built in. Parsonage exterior painted. Cost approximately 

3,000. 

Westdala, Troy. Shingling roof of church. Cost $74.47. 

Immanuel, Mullan. New stove. Painted front of church. Total cost $105. 

First, St. Helens. The front of church has been remodeled so as to make room for 
choir-loft, seating about 20. The cost of this was nominal as we had material on hand 
and the work was done gratis. 

Bethany, Warren. A rebuilt pipe organ has been installed. With organ chamber and 
rebuilt choir-loft the sum total cost is $1,570.75. 

Trinity, Astoria. Paid out on new church $5,690.43, which does not include any bor- 
rowed money. 

Eden, Elgarose. New roof on church. Addition to and landscaping of cemetery. 

First, North Bend. Fixed the tower at cost of $50. 

Trinity, Marshfield. New roof on the social hall. 

Carlsborg, Colton. An addition, 18 by 34 feet, has been built to the church to make 
possible the installation of a pipe organ. This extension now includes two very much 
needed rooms. A small Kimball pipe organ, bought from Trinity Lutheran Church at 
Astoria, has been installed. The cost of organ and improvements is estimated at $2,000 
and is paid in full by donations from members, former members and friends. 

Valby, Ione. The interior of the church has been repainted and redecorated. A few 
other improvements have also been made on and about the building. Total cost about 
$100. 

Trinity, Gresham. A total of $839.74, which includes payments on the parsonage in 
town. Also repairs on old parsonage so that it can be sold. The balance was paid on 
other loans for the present church. 

Immanuel, Portland. The interior of the auditorium has been redecorated, the church 
parlors and the kitchen have been renovated, new carpets have been placed on the audi- 
torium floor. The cost of these improvements amounts to $1,650. The roof of the par- 
sonage has been reshingled, cost included above. 

Bethel, Tacoma. The whole interior of church renovated at a cost of $100 plus donat- 
ed labor. 

Bethany, Seattle. New parsonage roof. Church painted on outside. 

Central, Yakima. A new furnace and air-conditioning fan has been installed at a 
cost of $500. 

Emmaus, Seattle. Parsonage redecorated. Cost $150. 

Bethany, Port Blakely. Repairs and altar vestments, $165. 

Gethsemane, Seattle. New floors in basement of the church, which has also been 
kalsomined. 

First, Tacoma. Decorated church parlors. 

Zion, Everett. In 1939 the interior of the church was renovated at a cost of $200. 

First, Bellingham. Only minor improvements totaling $92.85. 

First, Clearbrook. New floor in church basement, laid at a cost of $138.02. 

Sedro-Woolley. Choir room, etc. $200. 

Salem, Mount Vernon. Basement of church redecorated. Cost about $200. Repairs 
on parsonage, $500. 


Conference Activities 


THE MINISTERIUM. We have 25 pastors regularly employed in con- 
gregational work. One is retired, namely Pastor J. A. Edlund, who makes 
his home in Seattle. Pastor Carl E. Haterius is serving Gethsemane, 
Seattle, until Pastor-elect Carl H. Sandgren arrives. Five pastors are 
“otherwise employed,” namely: A. G. Anderson, C. E. Lindquist, Claes 
Thunberg, H. F. H. Hartelius and O. R. Karlstrom. Pastor Thunberg is 
doing religious work and preaching to about 50 people at Friendly Grove, 
Wash. Pastor O. R. Karlstrom is in charge of the Compass Mission in 
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Seattle, and is there serving a-large number of needy that would not be 
reached by the church in any other way. Student Leslie Olson is serv- 
ing our church in Mullan, Idaho. 

It is with sincere sympathy for the bereaved that we record the names 
of three of our brother pastors who have passed on to their eternal re- 
ward. They are: Pastor C. Arthur Johnson who died May 14, 1989; Dr. 
Jos. A. Anderson who died October 9, 1989; and Dr. C. R. Swanson who 
died January 19, 1940. » 

Pastor Johnson served first in the California Conference and then in 
the Illinois Conference. His last eight years he spent in faithful service 
in our church at. Yakima, Wash. 

Dr. Anderson had a wide experience in the general work of the synod. 
He served for years as secretary for the synod, president of Augustana 
College board, president of Iowa Conference, member of the board of 
Iowa Lutheran Hospital, member of Pacific Lutheran College board, his- 
torian of our conference, etc. J : 

Dr. C. Rupert Swanson has no doubt left a deeper impression on our 
conference than any other one man. He was pastor of our largest con- 
gregation for 24 years. President of the conference for 16 years. Con- 
ference treasurer over seven years. He founded and managed the Homes 
for the Aged. He was a valuable member of the board of trustees of 
Pacific Lutheran College. He was one of the main movers in the Luth- 
erland project. The unification of the Lutheran Church in America was 
close to his heart. Home Missions was his life’s passion, and he spent his 
last year as regional director of Home Missions for the Northwest. Pas- 
tor Carl J. Renhard will speak at a memorial service for these three 
servants of the Lord. 

We welcome four pastors to our conference. Caryl V. Benson came to 
Everett, Wash., July 23, 1939. Bernard Spong came to Yakima, Wash., 
after his ordination in June, 1939. J. L. Milton Nelson came to Sedro 
Woolley, Wash., January 14, 1940, and Nels Norbeck came to Vancouver- 
New Westminster, B. C., April 17, 1940. We are glad to have you join us 
in the work on the West Coast. May God give each one of you an abun- 
dance of blessings. 

Pastor Oscar W. Mattson terminated his work on the Vancouver-New 
Westminster field and left for Chicago, Ill., June 25, 1939. To him we 
say: Thank you for faithful work, and God bless you in your new field.

Our Institutions 

AUGUSTANA COLLEGE AND THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, Rock 
Island, Ill., belongs to us and to the rest of the Augustana Synod. The 
main support for this institution comes from the Illinois, Iowa and Super- 
ior Conferences. This is so because these conferences are geographically 
the nearest to the school, and also because some of the other conferences 
have their own colleges. But the seminary department serves our whole 
synod and consequently draws its support from all our churches. It was 
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planned to have a representative from the seminary at this convention, 
and we regret that it was not possible. 

AUGUSTANA BOOK CONCERN is another servant of the whole 
synod. It is our own plant and it is being operated for our benefit. It 
calls itself “The Service Station of the Synod,” and we should make use 
of its services whenever possible. 

THE EMANUEL HOSPITAL, Portland, Ore. The relation between 
this institution and the Columbia Conference, we hope, will be settled at 
this convention. At our meeting a year ago a committee of three was 
appointed to meet with a similar committee from the Emanuel Charity 
Board. The committee from the conference consisted of Rev. Carl E. 
Rydell, Dr. G. A: Magnusson and the undersigned. The Emanuel Charity 
Board was represented by Attorney David E. Lofgren, Mr. C. H. Earl and 
Mr. A. L. Morland. Two joint meetings have been held by these commit- 
tees, but no agreement has been reached. The hospital reports marked 
progress during 1939 along all lines. 

COLUMBIA HOSPITAL, Astoria, Ore. We quote from the report of 
the superintendent. “During the first two months of the year there was 
a decrease in the number of patients that entered the hospital, but as 
the year ends we find that the volume of business is considerably greater 
than that of 1938.” There is a “gain in gross operating revenue to the 
amount of $6,899.46.” “AJl current obligations and salaries have been 
paid. Interest on the bond issue and interest on other obligations have 
been taken care of. Needed repairs and replacements have been met.” 
It is indeed a source of satisfaction that Mr. Moberg and the hospital 
pore are able to give such a report. May God further bless their noble 
efforts. 

THE HOMES FOR THE AGED. These two homes, both located in 
Seattle, were especially close to the life-work of Dr. C. R. Swanson, and 
with his passing a severe loss was sustained. The board of trustees of 
the conference asked Rev. Carl A. Bengtson to take on the duties of act- 
ing-superintendent until more definite plans could be made, and he con- 
sented to do so. On January 1, 1940, there were 73 guests in the two 
homes. For further information we refer you to the report of the act- 
_ing superintendent and the treasurer. 

PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE. Our conference and synod share 
with the other general bodies of the American Lutheran Conference in 
the control and support of this fine institution. During 1939 the normal 
department of the college was reorganized into a four-year course. This 
year has an all-high enrollment of 444. Thirty of these young people 
come from Augustana churches. Dr. C. R. Swanson was a member of 
the board of trustees, and some one must now be elected to take his 
place in this important work. 


Conference Organizations 


THE CONFERENCE LUTHER LEAGUE has the following officers: 
president, Martin Johnson, Enumclaw, Wash.; vice president, Rodney Ol- 
son, Mount Vernon, Wash.; secretary, Evelyn Erickson, Portland, Ore.; 
treasurer, Edna Peterson, Warren, Ore.; statistician, Nancy Smith, Aber- 
deen, Wash.; adviser, Rev. Paul V. Randolph, Portland, Ore. From the 
president’s report we quote: “There are more leaguers serving as trus- 
tees, organists, choir members, students for the ministry, and attending 
college than the previous year. Financially the leagues show a marked 
decrease. Nearly $1,000 less has been raised by the individual leagues.” 
I wonder if this may not have been caused by the Conference League 
refusing to sponsor the Home Mission program? Perhaps the league 
should reconsider this step. 

THE LUTHERAN BROTHERHOOD has an able and sincere president 
in the person of Dr. Julius G. Sture, Gresham, Ore. He feels that there 
is no good reason why the men in every congregation should not be 
organized in a live and active organization for the good of the church, 
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as well as for mutual pleasure and benefit. Let every delegate read his 
report, and also give it to the church which he represents. 

THE WOMAN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY. Again we wish to say a 
few words about the very important work done by our consecrated 
women. Mrs. J. A. Martin has continued to serve as its efficient presi- 
dent. The money that formerly was contributed to the Conference Home 
Mission now, naturally, goes direct to the Synodical Home Mission 
Board. However, it comes back to our conference and to our own fields. 
The local missionary society serves as a real spiritual leaven in every 
church where it is active. This is of more importance than anything else, 
and we thank God and our women for it. 

CHURCH PUBLICATIONS. At this period of development in our 
church there is no doubt but that the LUTHERAN COMPANION stands 
out as our most important church paper. I can hardly think of any home 
within our synod where it should not be found. But AUGUSTANA also 
is appreciated by all who read Swedish, pastors and older people alike. 

Then we have our own WESTERN LUTHERAN. In my opinion it has 
two important functions. First, to supply local and general church news 
to our people on the West Coast. Secondly, to form a unifying link be- 
tween the general Lutheran Church bodies, first on the West Coast and 
then, to some extent at least, radiating Eastward. Pastor Elmer M. 
Johnson deserves a great dea! of credit for his efficient and self-sacri- 
ficing work as editor. 

LUTHERAN WORK among students at State educational institutions 
is in about the same state as it was a year ago, i.e., it is rather unsettled 
so far as any information that I have received indicates. Rev. Fredrik 
A. Schiotz is in the service of the American Lutheran Conference in this 
field. Our acting regional director, Rev. J. Herman Olsson writes: “I 
have visited the Oregon State College twice. A thorough canvass was 
made of the city by students and town folk, and the result, after it had 
been tabulated, will determine whether or not work among the students, 
combined with a Home Mission project, is advisable. This report will 
soon be ready. We hope the Corvallis project will be discussed at the 
conference meeting.” 

HOME MISSIONS. It was a deep-felt shock to our synodical Home 
Missions board and to our conference Home Mission board when our 
regional director, Dr. C. R. Swanson, passed away. At this writing we 
do not know if any one has been selected to take his place. Rev. J. Her- 
man Olsson of the California Conference is in charge of our region also 
for the time being. We welcome him to our convention and will appre- 
ciate his counsel. A sincere welcome is also extended to our synodical 
director of Home Missions, the Rev. S. E. Engstrom. We know that the 
Home Mission cause will be ably presented to us by these two leaders. 

THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY reports progress on all fronts 
and asks for our continued support. It is one of the six causes for which 
the synod has authorized an offering to be lifted. And we hope that every 
pastor will cooperate in this. 

A RECOMMENDATION. A feeling of uncertainty as to the actual 
financial condition of our conference seems to be prevalent among some 
of our members. For this reason it is recommended that a commission 
(committee) be appointed to make a thorough study of the financial 
situation of the conference, and to present the results of this study to 
the conference at its next convention, together with any recommendations 
that the commission may deem necessary. 

Trinity Ev. Lutheran Church of Astoria, Ore., is our host this year, 
together with the Columbia Hospital. We congratulate Trinity on its 
beautifully completed temple, and the progress the congregation is mak- 
ing. We realize that both the church and the hospital are a real credit 
to our conference, and we pray that God may bless them both in their 
service for His kingdom.

Resolutions on the President’s Message 
Resolved: 


1. That the report be adopted. 


2. That the conference voice its gratitude to God, that despite the 
changing and distressful times through which we are passing, God ever 
remains the same as also does the character and the mission of the 
Church, in and through which we are privileged to serve Him, 


3. That the conference senses a real satisfaction that the attendance 
at the morning service continues with goodly numbers present, and yet 
laments the fact that indifference and neglect in this regard still con- 
tinues to prevail with so many. We appeal to our members that they 
respect and faithfully observe also the Sunday evening and the mid-week 
hour of worship. We urge our people to make use of their special privi- 
leges in regard to the holy sacraments. That a large percentage of our 
members neglect Holy Communion is a sad commentary on the spiritual 
condition of those concerned. May God’s Holy Spirit through His means 
of grace bring about a reawakening to a more general manifestation of 
spiritual life. 

4, That we sincerely commend the daily devotional period, the family 
altar for every home, that both parents and their children through this 
means might be instructed and edified in the things of the Lord. We are 
gratified to observe the increased interest in and general activity in 
Christian instruction of the children through the Sunday School and the 
Vacation Bible Schools. 

5. That in view of the importance of music and song so richly fos- 
tered among us toward the added edification of the hour of worship, we 
gratefully recognize the labor of love on the part of organists, choir- 
leaders, and choir members. 

6. That we recognize with thankfulness to God that our auxiliaries 
may be and largely are real spiritual assets to our congregational life. 

7. We would sincerely impress our deacons and trustees with the fact 
that they hold a most sacred trust in the offices to which they have been 
called, that in keeping therewith they be mindful by daily example and 
expression to further actively the cause of the kingdom, We urge our 
pastors to assign to our board members definite tasks and also to aid 
them toward their accomplishment. 


8. That since the envelope system is far past its experimental stage 
and has so efficiently functioned, we urge every member respectfully to 
honor its use, that the obligations to synod, conference, pension fund, and 
all other activities may be met punctually and honorably. 

9. That we apprise every congregation in the conference of the re- 
quest by the synod to adopt the new congregational constitution. 

10. The conference commends most sincerely to our people the cause 
of the publication and the spreading of the Gospel through the American 
Bible Society, and urges that the offering voted by the synod be lifted in 
each of our congregations. 

11. The conference is happy to note the large amount of physical im- 
provements made on various church properties, in the amount of approx- 
imately $18,000. 

12. That a commission of five members be appointed by the conference 
president to study the financial set-up of the conference, and give a report 
and also submit any recommendations it may deem necessary at the 
annual convention of the conference in 1941. 

13. To the bereaved ones of departed pastors and lay members the 
conference expresses Christian sympathy and commends them to the 
God of all comfort. 

14, The conference tenders sincere thanks to its officers and pastors 
and all others who in any way have advanced God’s cause among us. 
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We thank Pastor Oscar W. Mattson for faithful services while in our 
midst and wish him Ged’s favor in his future efforts. We welcome the 
four pastors who have taken up work in our conference and bespeak for 
them God’s richest blessings in the pursuit of their labors. 

15. That the members and the visitors of the conference are deeply 
grateful to the host pastor and church for the hospitality, comfort, and 
edification that have been enjoyed in the various homes and in the recent- 
ly dedicated and beautiful sanctuary in which our sessions have been 
held and our hours of worship conducted; and that the president of the 
conference be instructed to speak words of appreciation to the host pastor 
and church. 


REPORT OF THE SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE COLUMBIA CONFERENCE 


The Columbia Conference Board of Trustees has held four meetings 
since the annual conference convention in Portland, April 26-30, 1939. 

At the first of these meetings, held in Portland, the board organized 
itself into committees as follows:

Rydell; Rev. Carl A. Bengtson; Mr. Theodore Nelsson.

Executive Committee for the Homes for the Aged: Dr. C. R. Swanson, 
chairman; Rey. Carl A. Bengtson; Dr. G. A. Magnusson; Mr. R. W. 
Peterson. 

Executive Committee for Columbia Hospital: Mr. A. W. Norblad, 
chairman; Mr. Carl O. Moberg, secretary and superintendent; Mr. Henry 
Niemi, treasurer; Rev. J. Walton Kempe, chaplain; Mr. Fritiof Kank- 
konen; Mr. A. E. Engbretson; Mr. Hans Bue; Mr. Arthur Hemmingson. 

Committee to cooperate with the Board of Christian Higher Educa- 
tion: Rev. J. Walton Kempe; Rev. C. S. Odell; Miss Vivian Johnson. 

Committee dealing with Emanuel Hospital: Dr. Carl A. V. Lund; 
Rey. Carl E. Rydell; Dr. G. A. Magnusson. 

The second meeting was held October 17, 1939. Petitions from congre- 
gations receiving aid were considered; and recommendations were made 
to the synodical Home Mission board, both as to amounts asked for in 
the various petitions, and to various fields where work is now being done 
or might be taken up in the future. 

The third meeting of the board was held on February 13, 1940. Several 
adjustments were made at this meeting resulting from the death of the 
late Dr. C. R. Swanson. . 

Rev. J. Herman Olsson, regional director of Home Missions in the 
California Conference, was present to assist in the directing of the mis- 
sion work in this Northwest area. 

Since the committee for the Homes for the Aged had lost the support 
and _ advice of the late Dr. C. R. Swanson, it was agreed that Dr, Carl 
A. V. Lund, president of the conference, be included in this committee 
until the meeting of the conference. 

It was also decided that Rev. Carl A. Bengtson serve as superintendent 
for the homes until the next meeting of the conference. 

The fourth meeting of the board was held in Astoria, Oregon, April 
23-24, when preparation was made for business coming before this con- 
vention. 

The executive committee held one meeting, September 12, 1939, direct- 
ing the recently elected treasurer in the payment of a number of bills and 
debts, also authorizing him to borrow smaller sums of money in time of 
need. 

Members whose terms of office expire at the meeting of the conference 
this year are: Rev. N. William Anderson, Rev. C. S. Odell, Mr. Theodore 
Nelsson, and Mr. Carl O. Moberg.

THE HOMES FOR THE AGED 


Since the death of Dr. C. R. Swanson, former superintendent of the 
Homes for the Aged in Seattle, it has fallen to the lot of the other three 
members of the committee for the homes, together with Dr. Carl A. V. 
oes president of the conference, to look after the affairs of this insti- 
ution. 

The committee has met one or more times each month since January, 
and is giving as much attention to the homes as its time permits. The 
undersigned was asked by the conference board of trustees to serve as 
superintendent until the next meeting of the conference, or until the 
board may further decide. 

The personnel at the two homes continues as a year ago. Miss Anna 
Johnson and Mrs. G. A. Malm serve as matrons. Mrs. Anna Engwall 
serves as day nurse, and Mrs. A. V. Anderson serves as night nurse. Two 
cooks and two other servants are also employed. Dr. John W. Unis, 
M. D., is the official medical attendant. Pastors of the conference in the 
city have held devotional services on Thursday evenings and at other 
times. Groups of members and friends from various congregations have 
occasionally visited the home and given afternoon devotional programs, 
and served refreshments. 

On January 1, 1940, there were 60 guests at the home and 13 at the 
hospice. There were no changes among the guests at the hospice dur- 
ing the year. At the home there were six who entered on life contract 
and eight who pay by the month. Eight life members died during the 
year, and also four who pay by the month. One life member and eight 
who pay by the month left during the year. 

The building used for the hospice was purchased last fall from Geth- 
semane Lutheran Church, in accordance with a decision at the meeting 
of the conference in 1939. The financial status of the homes is given in 
the report of the treasurer, and needs no comment here. 

Friends who have remembered the homes with gifts and legacies are 
extended a sincere and hearty thank you. Such gifts are a great help 
and blessing in the continuous upbuilding of the homes; and members of 
the conference are to be congratulated for any opportunity they may 
have to take part in such acts of mercy. Thanks to al! who have had 
any part in caring for our aged friends, and for these institutions. 

The words of a resolution passed by the conference at its annual con- 
vention a year ago are in place also in this report: That we thank God 
for His Divine blessing which He has showered upon these institutions 
during the past, and that we pray for His favor and mercy in days to 


come.

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COLUMBIA HOSPITAL } 

I have the honor to present the 13th annual report of the operation of 
the Columbia Hospital for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1940, During 
the first two months of the year, there was a decrease in the number of 
patients that entered the hospital, but as the year ends we find that the 
volume of business is considerably greater than that of the year of 1938, 
and the requirements have been met in service, as well as current obli- 
gations.

There has been a slight decrease in the number of patients over the 
previous year, but the average bill per patient is greater. This together 
with an increase in rates received from hospital accommodations is re- 
sponsible for the gain in gross operative revenue to the amount of 
$6,899.46, with a moderate reduction in the cost of operation over the 
previous year due to a lowering of prices on certain commodities and sup- 
plies with a consequent reduction in the daily average cost per patient 
from $3.69 during the year of 1938, to $3.49 or 20c per nursing day dur- 
ing the year of 1939. 

The service to the patients has been carried on without interruption and 
the harmony and cooperation among the hospital personnel has been per- 
fect for which we are thankful to God. There has been no change in the 
hours of compensation except in a few minor instances, and very few 
changes in personnel have been made so that a great number of nurses 
and other employees have been with the hospital for several years. 

All current obligations and salaries have been paid. Interest in the bond 
issue and interest on other obligations have been taken care of. Needed 
repairs and replacements have been met. A new tumbler has been installed 
in the laundry costing $320. The operation by the hospital of its own 
laundry is a great saving, not only in the cost, but also the preservation 
of the linen. The McKesson gas machine which was purchased and did 
not prove satisfactory was returned and exchanged for a new Heidbrink. 
There are several other changes in new equipment needed and will have 
to be faced in the near future. New demands in the service are numerous. 
The hospital patient of today requires more in the way of physical com- 
fort, especially in the preparation of food, bedding and many other con- 
veniences such as bedside telephones, bed tables, as well as addition in 
the number of nurses and maids demanded not only by the patients but 
also by the staff doctors, as well as the public in general. Considerable 
painting and renovating, as well as landscaping and improvement around 
the hospital, has taken place. The parking court in front of the hospital

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has been paved. It is the desire of the management and the executive 
committee to continue to improve and beautify the hospital ground. 

During the year the matter of providing proper housing facilities has 
been a constant worry to the management and the executive committee, 
There are several plans under consideration and it is hoped that some- 
thing may be worked out in the near future and that a suitable building 
may be acquired for which the need is very great. 

The executive committee has held 12 regular and three informal meet- 
ings during the year which have been well attended. The present mem- 
bership consists of the following: Mr. A. W. Norblad, chairman; Mr. C. 
O. Moberg, executive secretary; Mr. Henry Niemi, treasurer; Rev. J. 
Walton Kempe, chaplain; Mr. F. Kankkonen, Mr. A. Jasper Hemmingson, 
Mr. Hans Bue and Mr. A. E. Engbretson. 

The Columbia Hospital Auxiliary reports a successful year with a total 
income of $208. Total donation to the hospital for the year amounts to 
$126.40. This sum was donated to the hospital for settlement of three sep- 
arate accounts of indigent parents. The hospital is also the recipient of 
many other valuable gifts from the auxiliary, as well as flowers and 
flower vases. We are thankful to the ladies of the auxiliary for their sup- 
port and good will. 

The spiritual care has been taken care of by three pastors, Rev. J. 
Walton Kempe, chaplain of the hospital included, under whose direction 
morning devotionals are conducted, as well as visiting the sick in the in- 
terest of their spiritual needs. We feel greatly indebted to the pastors 
for their interest and regularity with which they have attended this work. 

We also feel greatly indebted to the executive committee for their 
untiring service and assistance in solving many problems during the last 
year. 

To the medical staff, the nursing staff, the office workers and all who 
are employed in the hospital, we express thanks and appreciation. 

To our many supporters and’ friends in the community, we extend 
thanks for their staunch support and good will. 

We also humbly acknowledge God’s blessings upon our institution, as 
well as our efforts, and we invoke His guidance and help in the future 


as in the past.

EMANUEL CHARITY BOARD 
Report of the President 


_It is my privilege to submit the report for the year 1939 of the activi- 
ties of the Emanuel Hospital. 

The following officers have served during the-year: David E. Lofgren, 
president; Rev. Paul V. Randolph, vice-president; C. H. Earl, secretary 
and assistant treasurer; A. L. Morland, treasurer; A. C. Malmquist, 
member of executive committee. 

The general work of the hospital has been conducted as in the past. 
In addition to the regular staff of internes, we now have three residents: 
one general, one orthopedic, and one in the pathological department. 

We note with interest the continued standing of the hospita] in the 
community which is evidenced by the fact that during the year 1,638 
babies were born at the Emanuel Hospital which is approximately one- 
third of all the babies born in the city of Portland. 

During the year there has been some negotiation between the Columbia 
Conference and the Emanuel Charity Board in the matter of the relation 
of the two corporations to each other. Several communications have 
passed between the conference board and the board of trustees of the 
Emanuel Charity Board in this matter and on the 27th day of April, 
there was an informal meeting held between the board of trustees of the 
conference and the members of the board of trustees of the Emanuel 
Charity Board in this matter. The members of the board of trustees ap- 
peared in their individual capacities as no regular meeting had been 
called. A lengthy discussion was held, during which many voiced their 
opinions in the matter. Dr. Bersell, president of the Augustana Synod, 
was present and took part in the deliberation. It was informally agreed 
upon that a.committee should be selected by each of the corporations to 
meet at some future date for discussing the matter above referred to. On 
October 10 a meeting was held between the two committees. Dr. Carl A. 
V. Lund, Dr. G. A. Magnusson and Rev. Carl E. Rydell representing the 
conference and A. L. Morland, C. H. Earl and David E. Lofgren repre- 
senting the Emanuel Charity Board. A general discussion of the question 
was had, but as the committee from the conference had to leave on the 
noon train, the committee did not have time to arrive at any definite 
resolution or recommendation, but the desire was expressed to continue 
the deliberation at some future date. The meeting was conducted in a 
most friendly and frank manner and there was no evidence of ill will or 
hostility whatsoever. No further meeting has been had of the joint com- 
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mittee, so the proposition remains the same as decided upon at the annual 
meeting of the Emanuel Charity Board on February 6, 1939: A 

As a fundamental proposition, it may be stated that it is the desire of 
the Emanuel Charity Board to at all times remain and operate within the 
Columbia Conference. That is to say, that all the members of the board 
of trustees must be members of a congregation belonging to the Columbia 
Conference but that we are definitely committed to the proposition of 
home rule for the Emanuel Hospital. We are convinced that the interest 
of the members of the churches within the established district are con- 
scious of their obligations and responsibilities and will carry on the work 
ogee oar Hospital as a Christian institution within the Lutheran 

urch. 

During the present year the bond issue on the property of the Emanuel 
Charity Board must be paid. We have had many offers for refinancing at 
a reduced rate of interest. As part of the refinancing program, we should 
determine the future building program of our ever-increasing demand 
for more hospital beds and more adequate housing facilities for nurses 
and employed. During the year the board of trustees has acquired the 
larger portion of Block No. 1, Evans Addition, lying across the street 
immediately south of the hospital. The land acquired is needed for future 
extension and new buildings, particularly a much-needed nurses’ home 
and housing facilities for employees of the hospital. We have also need 
for additional parking space for the doctors of our staff. The Emanuel 
Charity Board now owns the entire block on which the hospital is situ- 
ated with the exception of the tract in the Southeast corner of the block 
occupied by the Forbes Presbyterian Church. 

On September 14 the board of trustees invited as special dinner guests 
all of the members still living who were members of the original organ- 
ization which led to the formation of the Emanuel Hospital and the fol- 
lowing responded to the invitation: Rev. Car] J. Renhard, Frank Carlson, 
Sven Peterson. Anton Hendrickson and A. L. Morland, members of the 
orginal organization, are at present members of the board of trustees and 
were present at the meeting. All other persons who participated in the 
original meeting have passed away. 

During the year the board of trustees extended a call to Dr. J. W. 
Johnson, then of Minneapolis, to the position of chaplain at the Emanuel 
Hospital, but owing to sickness, Dr. Johnson felt compelled to decline the 
call. On September 14, Rev. Paul Randolph, Paul Palmblad and Mr. Mor- 
land were elected a committee to make recommendations as to a suitable 
person to fill the position of chaplain in the hospital, but so far no recom- 
mendation has been made. 

The date for the annual meeting of the Emanuel Charity Board is fixed 
by our articles of incorporation as the first Monday in February. It has 
been our experience that it is difficult to close the books, complete the 
audits and reports in time for the meeting as the accounts cannot be 
closed before the last dav of December. Therefore, it may be well to con- 
sider changing the articles of incorporation so as to advance the date 
until the third Monday in February of each year. 

The Emanuel Hospital has been loyally served by Mr. Morland as 
superintendent; Mr. C. H. Earl, in charge of the accounting department; 
Miss Eola Miller, superintendent of nurses; Miss Helen McKrill in charge 
of the instruction of the nurses’ training school; and Miss Alice Swan- 
man, head of the continually growing maternity department; to all who 
have served loyally and faithfully, we extend our sincere thanks and 
appreciation. 

During the year the conference has sustained a great loss in the pass- 
ing of Dr. C. R. Swanson of Seattle. He was a great friend and supporter 
of the inner-mission work of the Columbia Conference, His going will be 
greatly felt by all friends of inner-mission work of the conference. 

The members of the board of trustees whose term of office expires this 
year are: Rev. Paul V. Randolph, Anton Hendrickson, Oscar Nelson and 
David E. Lofgren.

Report of the Superintendent 
I have the honor to present herewith the report of the superintendent 
for the year 1939, being the 28th annual report of Emanuel Hospital. 
_ The major activities of the hospital during the past year are reflected 
in the following schedule:

It is with pleasure we report that all current obligations and retirement 
of bonds have been promptly met. 


Our nursing staff and nursing school are doing splendid work; yet with 
the added volume of work, it is difficult to meet all situations. Last May 
46 graduates received diplomas; 40 new students were matriculated last 
September; about 15 students will enroll in February and about 45 stu- 
dents will graduate this spring. Last May several rewards were made to 
seniors for excellence in different branches of nursing. It is our hope that 
this plan will continue. In a recent State Board examination one of our 
graduates received highest average grade for the State. Our senior stu- 
dents are now receiving instruction in pediatrics at the Doernbecher 
Memorial Hospital. 

The past year our Maternity Department exceeded all other years in 
number of babies born. A recent survey by the State Board of Health has 
been made with a view of grading and standardizing Maternity Hospitals. 
We hope to have our certificate of rating soon. 

Our surgical and medical staff have functioned loyally. Close watch is 
kept on the work of the staff men and caution suggested when necessary. 

Our purchasing department has made a very handsome showing the 
past year. Savings have been made in all lines of purchases. Systematic 
records are being kept. Distribution is made by requisition. More room is 
needed for storage. 

If our present occupancy is only temporary, our concern for the future 
need not be serious. If it should continue, we may be forced to give it 
consideration. Our recent purchase of property presents a problem of 
development to its proper use. 

Our religious problem is only partly solved. Our pastors are helpful in 
conducting morning devotions and seeing patients. The nurses are also 
participating voluntarily. The nurses’ chorus is this year directed by 
Stanley Glarum. 

The past year the Augustana Ladies’ Guild has again been active in 
making dressings. This work is appreciated. 

A donation of $500 was received from Dr. Butler the past year. Last 
year we reported another liberal donation by him. 

We gratefully acknowledge the cooperation and support of the board 
the past year. To our personnel we desire to express our sincere appre- 
ciation for wholehearted loyalty. 

“Hitherto the Lord hath helped us.” With thankfulness to God for His 
guidance in the past, we look to Him for strength to meet the future.

PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 


“For I say unto you, that none of those men which 
were bidden shall taste of my supper.’—Luke 14:24, 


The slighted call passes on to others. May the Lord, therefore, grant 
that we heed the present call! This applies to the individual in regard 
to his own personal salvation. It applies to groups as well as to individ- 
uals in regard to the call to the service of Christian discipleship. Does 
it not apply to all of us in regard to our common call to Christian service 
at Pacific Lutheran College? 

The college continues to grow in size, in influence, and in opportunities 
for service year after year. Its present facilities are taxed to the point 
of utter need of expansion. This year’s enrollment is 444, People con- 
tinue to move into our beautiful Pacific Northwest because of the lure 
of “the land of the future.” But when the college asks the cooperating 
church groups to help cope with the enlarged task through increased sup- 
port of home missions and the college, the answer is frequently in the 
-negative. Then the slighted call passes on to others. “None of those 
men which were bidden shall taste of my supper.” 


Concretely the developments in this matter during the past year have 
been as follows: The Augustana Synod at its 1939 convention for the 
first time failed to match fully the appropriation of its Columbia Con- 
ference. The other two cooperating bodies have made no increase in 
their appropriations. The Intersynodical Advisory Committee, meeting 
at Chicago on November 29, 1939, simply advised self-help through “a 
renewed and greater emphasis on the Pacific Lutheran College Develop- 
ment Association.” Prominent leaders urge limitation from above to 
reduce the college to the two-year junior college level; others urge the 
gradual or immediate elimination of the high-school foundation. All 
this is not because they believe that the church people are without money 
or without good will; it is because more firmly entrenched interests want 
to be served first. These have their own plans, their own campaigns, 
their own home problems; and so the call to larger Western service goes 
unheeded. This slighted call now comes to us of the Pacific Coast, 

The Pacific District, in annual convention assembled at Los Angeles, 
Calif., on June 19, 1939, unanimously adopted four resolutions, which 
appeared in print in the August issue of the Pacific Lutheran College 
Bulletin. The first of these resolutions outlines seven steps to be taken 
in the establishing of senior college status for Pacific Lutheran College. 
The second resolution, taking cognizance of several factors, including 
the fact that “the stage of development of cooperation from the Augu- 
stana Synod and the American Lutheran Church has not reached a point 
where they can assume equal responsibility for the operation of Pacific 
Lutheran College, but have expressed willingness to follow the leadership 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church in developing the college,” petitions 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America for approval of senior col- 
lege status, an adequate annual subsidy, and approval of a financial cam- 
paign in the district “for the improvement of the financial stability of 
the college, at_the discretion of the college board of trustees.” The third 
resolution continues the Pacific District allocations for the present; and 
the fourth resolution inaugurates an annual roll call Sunday under 
Pacific Lutheran College Development Association auspices, in which roll 
call the Columbia Conference of the Augustana Synod and the North- 
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western District of the American Lutheran Church are asked to co- 
operate. F 

Why did the Pacific District unanimously pass these resolutions last 
June? The immediate practical reason, outlined in detail in the first 
resolution, is summarily stated in the second: “While senior college 
status has long been recognized as the eventual destiny of Pacific Luth- 
eran College, the marked growth and other developments beyond the 
control of the college have brought about the need for this status sooner 
than anticipated by many.” The specific reason is the inauguration of 
the required four-year teacher training program in the State of Wash- 
ington, which affects about 60 per cent of the students enrolled at Pacific 
Lutheran College. This reason could no longer be ignored. No respon- 
sible board or committee has denied the urgency of this factor. But so 
far there has been no affirmative response to the appeal for increased 
support in the form of appropriations. Even the Board of Education of 
the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, meeting at Minneapolis, 
Minn., on April 10, 1940, went no further than to adopt the following 
resolutions: “Whereas the budget of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America does not permit additional appropriations, be it recom- 
mended that Pacific Lutheran College Corporation for the present carry 
out its plan for state accreditation of a four-year teacher training’ 
course.” 

So this call to enlarged service comes to us of the Pacific Northwest as 
a test of OUR faith; and, as a simple matter of chronology, the North- 
western District must answer first, then the Columbia Conference, then 
again the Pacific District. May we speak as God would have us; and 
may our answer inspire our brethren in the Middle West and elsewhere 
throughout the church to speak in similar manner! It is not only the 
welfare of the college that is at stake; the fair name of the church and 
the noble cause of fraternal cooperation are also involved, 

Pursuant to the resolutions of the college corporation, minimum fourth- 
year offerings were added to the teacher-training curriculum last fall; 
the president and the dean of the college submitted a revised four-year 
program to the State Board of Education in September for approval; 
inspection of the college followed in November, and the report of the 
three inspectors is scheduled to come before the State Board at its 
annual meeting on June 17 or 18. The inspectors comment on the col- 
lege’s use of the Tacoma Public School system as a satisfactory substi- 
tute for a model training school under the college’s own control, point 
out the need of additional income, suggest the desirability of separate 
dormitory facilities, recommend modifications in the health program, 
indicate the need of more room and equipment for the science laborator- 
ies, and especially urge the early completion of the Library-Classroom 
building. 

From the standpoint of the church, of course, the development of a 
full four-year liberal arts curriculum should not be long delayed. It 
is to be hoped that no discouraging action be taken this summer by any 
committee or board under mandate of any church convention. 


Internally Pacific Lutheran College continues to be a good school, a 
happy and relatively harmonious institution, respected in its home com- 
munity as well as in wider circles. The efforts of the various extra-cur- 
ricular activity groups have won unusual recognition and commendation 
from the public. People speak well of Pacific Lutheran College and its 
product. The faculty serves loyally from year to year, 


An experiment in exchange of professors for the current year, the men 
involved being Dr. O. M. Norlie and Professor David T. Nelson of Luther 
College (Decorah, Iowa) and Professor Paul R. Highby and Professor E. 
Tingelstad of Pacific Lutheran College, has been a success, satisfactory 
to both institutions. Other valuable additions to the staff this year have 
been Miss Alice M. Nielsen, director of teacher training, Mr. Arling G. 
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Sannerud, acting principal of the high school division, Miss Grace Blom- 
quist, assistant dean of women, Miss Jane Haugen, library assistant, and 
Mrs. Irene Dahl Hageness, alumni secretary (part time); and Mr. Lud- 
vig Larson gave valuable office assistance during the partial incapacita- 
tion of the president through the winter. 

On leave of absence at present are, besides the two exchange teachers 
at Luther College, the following: Mrs. Louise S. Taylor, Miss Vivian 
Johnson, and Miss Gladys Gilbertson. The last-named plans to return in 
the fall; Professor Highby becomes state mammalogist in Minnesota on 
June 1; Miss Johnson and Mrs. Taylor continue on leave. 

Professor A. W. Ramstad has given the ground course in the civilian 
pilot training program of the Civil Aeronautics Authority. 

The death of Professor N. J. Hong on September 11, 1939, removed a 
great pillar of strength from the institution which he loved and served 
through decades. Another great blow was the passing of the Rev. Dr. 
C. R. Swanson, senior Augustana Synod representative on the college 
board of trustees; also the death of Dr. Jos. A. Anderson and the death 
of Mr. Knute B. Norswing, former member of the college board. May 
God bless their memory! 

Mr. Theodore Nelsson, business manager of the college, will offer a 
supplement to this report. 

May God grant faith, loyalty, wisdom, and courage to the Columbia 
Conference in its important deliberations!

LUTHERAN STUDENTS’ SERVICE COMMISSION 
Your commission on Lutheran Student work within the Columbia Con- 
ference has come to the conclusion that its work is no longer necessary. 
The student service department of the American Lutheran Conference is 
organized to handle this work for us.

This year, 
on March 31, 1940. our net deficit is $495.57—or $294.83 LESS than a 
year ago. On March 31, 1988, the deficit was $728.67. This shows that we 
incurred the bulk of the debt during the first year of publication. May 
we repeat—our net deficit TODAY is $495.57.

The following were appointed last year to serve as members of the 
Committee on Ecetan Waucation for the year, 1939-1940: Rev. J. 
Walton Kempe, Rev. Carl S. Odell and Miss Vivian Johnson. ; 

The main purpose for the appointment of a conference committee on 
Christian Education is declared in the following objectives as set forth 
by the synodical board of Christian Education and Literature: 

1. To promote the cause of elementary Christian Education in gen- 
eral throughout the conference. ‘ 

2. To present the same cause at district and conference meetings. 

8. To foster district church school teachers’ rallies. 

4. To promote teachers’ training courses wherever feasible either in 
the local congregation or as a district project. 

5. To serve as a means of contact between the synodical board and 
the local congregations. 

Your committee has not even begun to function in any of these objec- 
tives. Pastor Odell and Pastor Kempe have conferred about the possi- 
bility of preparing a questionnaire, the same to be sent each church school 
in the conference with a view of learning what is being done in the vari- 
ous areas and congregations of the conference. If and when this is done, 
we will have a starting point from which to work. We will need to know 
what courses are offered in the conference church schools, what local 
teachers’ training work is done and if church school institutes are held 
and how often. This information the synodical church school secretary, 
the Rev. J. Vincent Nordgren, wishes to have, and then with him plans 
can be laid for further work along institute lines. It is our hope to have 
the Rev. Mr. Nordgren come to Columbia for a series of school meetings, 
and he has indicated his willingness to come when workable arrange- 
ments can be made. 

The most important need of our church schools is to have teachers 
who are equipped by training for their great task. No doubt there are 
many churches or schools who have little or no teachers’ training in 
their program. We know there are some who are commencing leader- 
ship courses as prescribed by our synod with a view of offering credits 
toward certificates and diplomas. Along these lines would this commit- 
tee offer its assistance that the steps of the synodical plan might be 
realized. 

Our committee does not ask for reappointment but we do ask that a 
committee be continued so that some definite results might be attained. 
It would be well if the committee be made representative of all the four 
districts and that permission be given to meet twice during the year at 
some central place. If this be done, all the details of our Christian Edu- 
cation program and problems can then be studied and offerings given not 
only the work in our churches but also the synodical board. The board 
of Christian Education and Literature solicits our suggestions. And the 
motives for all this is that our church school work shall be enhanced for 
the good of living souls.

CONFERENCE LUTHER LEAGUE 


The Columbia Conference Luther League has operated during the 
past year in much the same manner as in the previous years. Until the 
annual convention over Labor Day, Miss Martha Elmer of First Church, 
Tacoma, Wash., very capably directed the affairs of the organization and 
together with the executive committee and Rey. Carl E. Rydell, the 
adviser, plans and arrangements were made for the convention which was 
held in Spokane, Wash., with the Grace Luther League being the host 
league, Rev. A. L. Langhoff, pastor. At this convention Martin Johnson, 
Enumclaw, Wash., was elected president; Rodney Olson, Mount Vernon, 
Wash., vice president; Evelyn Erickson, Portland, Ore., secretary; Edna 
Peterson, Warren, Ore., treasurer; and Nancy Smith, Aberdeen, Wash., 
statistician. Rev. Paul Randolph, Portland, Ore., has been elected pas- 
toral adviser. ; 

The statistical report for January 1, 1940, shows a decrease of 66 mem- 
bers in the Conference Luther Leagues during the past year. One hun- 
dred and thirty-four have been dropped from the rolls of the individual 
leagues. This decrease is largely attributed to the dropping of non- 
interested names in order to reduce the conference and district assess- 
ments on the league. We hope that this is not a sign of decreasing inter- 
est in league work, but a drive to have a more active membership. The 
number of men have increased and women have decreased. There are 
more leaguers serving as trustees, organists, choir members, students for 
the ministry, and attending colleges than the previous year. Financially, 
the leagues also show a marked decrease, nearly $1,000 less has been 
raised among the individual leagues than the previous year. This nat- 
urally caused a decrease in donations to the local churches, benevolent 
organizations, etc. 

Each of the four District Luther Leagues is active in rallies and other 
projects. Each has either conducted or taken an active part in conduct- 
ing Bible institutes during the summer months. All institutes showed a 
large increase in registrations and interest during the past season. 

Plans are being made for the next convention which will be held at 
the Gethsemane Lutheran Church, Seattle, Wash., August 30 to Septem- 
ber 2. Also for a Pocket Testament membership drive and fellowship 
offering services among all the leagues. We hope to push on to create 
more interest in Luther League work and to build an organization that 
will draw the young people into the church and win them for the church.

CONFERENCE LUTHERAN BROTHERHOOD 


As a result of reports I have received from pastors and chairmen of 
local brotherhood organizations, I find that in most of the congregations 
there are consecrated men, such as are zealous for the advancement of 
the kingdom of God, who work and are tireless in their efforts in the dif- 
ferent activities of our Lutheran Church. There is a definite group of 
men in the majority of our congregations who represent a real leadership 
in the activities of their congregations, regardless of whether they are 
organized as a brotherhood or not, but on the other hand there are many 
men in our congregations who are inactive and disinterested, many of 
whom should not be considered as members. If such members could be 
attracted and developed into active and consecrated church members 
through a medium such as the brotherhood, then, certainly, real mission- 
ary work would be accomplished by maintaining a live and vigorous 
brotherhood organization in our congregations. ; 

It is rather abnormal that the men of our congregations cannot main- 
tain an organization very readily. It has never been particularly diffi- 
cult to maintain a ladies aid, a Luther League or a woman’s missionary 
society in our congregations. Are the men more independent and not as 
gregarious as the women? The service clubs, which are so popular, such 
as Kiwanis and Rotary seem to be able to carry on admirably, displaying 
much enthusiasm and vigor. Do our men lack the technique and mechan- 
ics which are needed for maintenance of a brotherhood? Surely, we 
have a lofty and noble purpose, and obviously, as a result, a purpose for 
being organized. 

In view of the large number of souls unchurched in our country and 
the fact that only a small proportion of those confirmed each year remain 
as members, indicates that he who designates himself as a Christian 
needs to be up and doing and should unite with others of a likeminded 
purpose. 

Of the 44 congregations of our conference, about one-fourth of them 
have a brotherhood or some men’s organization. A few organizations do 
not desire to be affiliated with conference or synodica] brotherhood or- 
ganizations. 

One brotherhood carries on a very commendable and effective work 
with the boys, one takes care of the salary of the janitor of the church, 
several have done reparative work on church property, others supply 
mimeograph and mailing materials, one pays for the church bulletin, one 
has bought new hymnals, and there are many other undertakings that 
have been accomplished. Suffice it to say that most of the results of 
these undertakings would not have been accomplished had the men not 
been organized. ; 

In conclusion may I point out that, with as noble and lofty a purpose 
as is ours, we should pray to God for guidance and a will to seek to enlist 
all of our men in brotherhood organizations in order that Christ’s king- 
dom may be advanced as a result of our God-guided efforts.

The president and secretary of said Board of Trustees shall have the 
power to sign and execute all contracts, agreements, mortgages, deeds, 
and other legal documents in the name and on behalf of this corporation 
pursuant to its resolutions. The Board of Trustees shall render a full 
account and give a complete report of all its business and transactions 
to this corporation at its annual meeting. 

ARTICLE VI—The Board of Trustees of this corporation shall con- 
sist of nine elected members, and in addition thereto, the president, vice- 
president, secretary, and treasurer shall, during the term of office for 
ee is elected, be a member of the Board of Trustees by virtue of 

is office. 

The nine elected members of the Board of Trustees shall be elected at 
the regular annual conference meeting of this corporation as follows, to 
wit: Three members of said board shall be elected each year for a term 
of three years and shall hold office until their successors are elected, and 
shall be elected from the clergy and lay members of the congregations 
within said conference; however, a lay member need not be a delegate 
to the annual meeting of this corporation in order to be elected a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees. Said Board of Trustees shall at no time 
exceed thirteen in number, of whom at no time more than seven shall 
be clergymen. 

In the event that an elected member of the Board of Trustees shall be 
elected to an office which entitles him to membership on said Board of 
Trustees by virtue of such office, then his position as elected member of 
the Board of Trustees shall become vacant and a member shall be elected 
to serve as a member of said Board for the unexpired term of the member 


elected to such office.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


“YE ARE MY WITNESSES.” Is. 43:10 


We are disciples of Jesus witnessing for Him in love, service, prayer, 
power and through our lives, As a missionary society we are constrained 
by the love of Christ to witness for Him through our missionary activ- 
ities. We are happy over the reports from our four districts that Colum- 
bia has had a successful year.

Organizations 

We rejoice that we have gained six new societies in our conference: 

One new adult society—Mayger, Ore, 

Three new Y.W. societies—Gresham, Ore.; St. Helens, Ore., and 
Yakima, Wash. 

Two new Junior societies—Sedro Woolley, Wash., and Rochester, Wash. 

Witnessing is Christ’s method for winning souls and extending His 
kingdom. We wish our newly organized societies much joy in this work 
for the Master. The harvest is great and the laborers are few, therefore 
we need more missionary minded members, both old and young, to carry 
on this great task. We must encourage our Junior work. The Juniors 
are the workers of tomorrow. In Columbia we have: 36 W.M.S., 14 
Y.W.M.S., and 24 Junior societies. We regret that Statistics will state 
22 Junior societies for 1939. The reason for this is that dues from two 
of the societies delayed In reaching the treasurer on time.

This year it is encouraging to know we have a gain of 107 new sub- 
scribers, but we also have a loss of 91, which means that the M. T. sec- 
retaries will have to try again to regain the delinquents. Could we not 
encourage a “Hold Fast Committee,” consisting of the district secretar- 
ies? A M.T. secretary should contact and encourage members and 
especially those who do not care to have the M.T. any more. I think you 
have all heard the statement! We have 741 subscribers to report this 
year, a net gain of sixteen for 19389, 


Home Missions 

“Witnessing through America’s Open Door.” The new synodical Home 
Mission plan will receive annually $25,000 from the synodical W.M.S. 
The Columbia Conference W.M.S. apportionment is $1,039.45 for each 
year. This fund is to aid men, women and children to become witnesses for 
Christ. There are 52 per cent yet unchurched in our own land. Let us 
remember our Home Mission festival to be held preferably in March. We 
want to meet this annual obligation. It is our privilege. 


Columbia’s Protege 
Columbia Conference is witnessing through its protege, Miss Anna 
Olson, missionary nurse. Miss Olson was made an honcrary member at 
the annual Portland District meeting last February, or 1939. We want 
to remember her in our daily prayers and also assure her of our financial 
support, which is $1.10 per member based on the 1985 membership. 


Conference Adminstration 
We solicit your support by remembering this fund, requesting 10 cents 
per member in order to witness and carry on His work. We do need 
funds in the Administration Fund. 


Prayer Day 

Prayer Day was observed by 30 societies. Five more societies joined 
this prayer chain during 1939. We invite all others to join this year. 
It would be wonderful if we could report 100 per cent witnessing through 
prayer on Advent Sunday. We need to come together to sing and pray, 
to thank and praise our Heavenly Father for His bountiful promises. 
Monday morning at nine o’clock a host of women meet for a moment of 
prayer. It gives new strength and peace to all who pause thus for a 
moment to start the work with a heart to heart talk with Jesus. _ If you 
have not as yet joined this group in prayer, will you not do so? “Jubilee 
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Goals” stress daily meditation and prayer. We read, “I can do all things 
through Christ who strengtheneth me.” We believe this and know that 
the Lord will answer our petitions, according to His will. The offerings 
lifted on Prayer Day provide salaries for two missionaries, Miss Edna 
Miller of Africa, and Margaret Hawkins of India. 


Jewish Missions ; . 
The witnessing through the House of Israel by Columbia’s women is 
very encouraging. Jewish missions are carried on by free will offerings, 
This year there was a notable increase in contributions. _We ask you to 
continue this great work, that our neighbor, the Jew, will also find the 
Saviour we love. With more gifts, more workers can be placed in Jewish 
Mission stations. 


My Missionary for a Day 


It is encouraging to know that again 69 days were pledged this year. 
May we add more days to this growing department. Partnership service 


with missionaries at home and abroad is indeed a wonderful bond for 


service. There are six missionaries who serve for us, five on the foreign 
and one on the home field. 


Dime Books 

Dr. Betty Nilsson, Bhimavaram, India; Sr. Ingeborg Nystul, China; 
Miss Eleanore Lindbeck, Africa, are supported by this fund. Three new 
societies have been added to the dime books contributing societies, mak- 
ing a total of 21 for 1939. We encourage this fund. If you do not have 
your dime book, give your offering, The Adult and Y.M. Poster topic 
for this year is “Ten Dimes or Dime Books.” Dr. Betty Nilsson will 
return to America this year. We hope it will be possible to have her 
visit our societies. When we hear directly from our missionaries it 
spurs us on to greater activity for the cause we love. 


Lutheran Home for Women 

The Girls’ Home in Vancouver is serving its mission in caring for those 
who come to the home. It is an answer to our prayers. The number of 
women guests is not great. The Lord, however, does not consider mem- 
bers but hearts won for Him. This is done through the home and the 
Christian matron. Miss Julia Finden has been a real witness for Christ, 
“What ye have done unto one of the least of these, ye have done it unto 
me,” says Jesus. This past year a large refrigerator has been presented 
to the home by the Conference W.M.S., Y.W.M.S. and Juniors, for which 
the matron and local board are very grateful. Many gifts have been 
sent directly to the home from individuals, for all we are very grateful 
and ask for your continued support. 


Missionary Exhibit 

We encourage the making of posters. We do remember so much bet- 
ter the things we see than what we hear.

Contributions were made by 24 adult, 11 young women’s and four Jun- 
ior societies this past year. 


Christmas Cheer 
In order to spread Christmas cheer, individuals, missionary societies 
are urged to contribute to the cheer fund. This money is to be sent to 
the treasurer before December 1 of each year. It is divided between 
China, Africa and the Zion Society for Israel, also to the Compass Mis- 
sion, Seamen’s Mission, N. Y., and to Hilda Andersson’s mission in 
Jerusalem. 


Golden Jubilee Goals 
The Woman’s Missionary Society of the Columbia Conference is asked 
to assist the Synodical Missionary Society to gather $50,000 in three 
years, 1939-1941. Our conference apportionment for three years is 
$1,430, dividing this sum by three we have $477 as an annual obligation 
for three years. If you have not been successful in raising your quotas 
through honorary, and life members or with gifts of $10, it was suggested 
that each local society would contribute 42c per member based on 1938 
statistics, and in that way raise local quotas. The district quotas are as 
follows:

Y.W. promotional secretary, visit our conference. Miss Stark, youthful 
and full of enthusiasm, encouraged our young women to greater am- 
bitions.

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conference. We know in hearing directly from our foreign fields gives 
more enthusiasm and creates new interests. Miss Miller is supported by 
Prayer Day offerings. We want to continue to give our whole hearted 
support to those who witness for us. :

Necessary action to make the 
Lutheran Welfare Society of Port- 
land an incorporated body was 
taken at the annual meeting of 
that organization, which was held 
February 5 at Bethlehem Luther- 
an Church. This action also in- 
eludes changing the name to the 
Lutheran Welfare Association, was 
done for the purpose of enabling 
the society to own property with- 
out the legal details connected with 
an unincorporated body. 

The reports given at the meeting 
indicate that there has been an 
increase in financial receipts over 
the last year. From a total annual 
income in 1930 of $130, last year a 
total of $842 was received. 

The amount of work done, as in- 
dicated’ by the various reports, 
shows accomplishments far out of 
Proportion to the money received. 
The executive secretary, Pastor P, 
O. Bruland, during the past year, 
made a total of 1,600. visits to hos- 
pitals and other institutions and 
to homes. He ministered to 9,428 
People, including private devo- 
tions to 497 persons, Sixty-three 
regular services were held, and 
communion was given to 89 people. 
Close to 10,000 Bibles, tracts and 
papers were distributed and 148 
individuals and families were aid- 
ed.
